law. Such is the theory 
in the new movement for a junior 
police. 

Here is an interesting reversal 
of the point of view of alley gang 
gossip, namely, a scheme to have 
the boys explain how they would 
perform as an officer and prevent 
crime a8 well as apprehend wrong- 
doers. The thing is well worth a 
trial on a national scale. 

The friendship of the 
boy of gang age for those of his 
Class is not merely a matter of 
neighborly relations; it is a deep 
racial disposition. Happily, the 
junior police idea is a scheme to 
use the gang loyalty for a good 
cause rather than to break it up 
for supposed defense of law and 
order. 

The clique spirit of half-grown 
girls is likewise a deep and sacred 
relation, and should be used 
rather than torn asunder. Even 
in cases where some immediate 
end is apparently attained by caus- 
ing a member of the young group 
to detach himself from his or her 
chums—in all such cases I should 
want to be shown its wholesome 
relation to the future before  in- 
dorsing the act. 

A family removed recently from 
a certain district in order to take 
their 13-year-old boy cut of a “bad 
gang” to which he belonged. The 
boy himself resisted and went away 
sullen and ugly. The chances are 
that he will soon hunt up and join 
a.worse gang. partly from spite, 
and he may even leave home to be 
enabled to put the thing across as 
he sees it.
